The Cuneiform Inscriptions, contained in this Volume, have been selected, copied out, and 
arranged by Sir Henry Uawlinson, assisted by Mr. Noras* Secretary to the ttoyal Asiatic 
Society. 

The original bricks, marbles, and cylinders are for the most part in the British Museum, 
where they can be examined by students, who are desirous of verifying the text. In some cases, 
however, copies have been made Iron] paper casts of the Inscriptions, or from other reliable 
authority, the original monuments having proved too ponderous for transport to England, or having 
passed into other hands, Full information on all these points is given in the heading to the 
different Inscriptions. 

Perfect accuracy in representing each individual letter can hardly be expected in a 
collection of so great an extent, and formed of such miscellaneous materials. The difficulty of 
copying in many cases from mutilated remains, or half-obliterated tablets, has been considerable, 
and although each sheet has been carefully examined and revised by the Editor and his Assistant, 
errors of transcription committed by the lithographer, who is himself unacquainted with the 
language, may also have escaped observation. It is believed, nevertheless, that a very small list of 
errata will suffice for the volume. 

The Editor, Sir Henry Uawlinson, accepts the full responsibility of publication, the. 
Trustees of the British Museum having left lull authority in his hands as to the selection of 
texts and all other details, and having interfered no further than to regulate the disbursement 
of the funds placed at their disposal by the Government, (or the purpose of rendering the Cuneiform 
Inscriptions of Babylonia and Assyria available for general study. 



Considerable delay lias taken place in bringing out this fiisi Volume of the Inscriptions,, 
owing mainly to the intemiption of the undertaking, caused by Sir Henry Rawlinsons absence in 
Persia : but the work has been now actively resumed, and a second Volume, containing the remainder 
of the Historical Inscriptions, and a selection from the Bi-lingual Tablets, is in the hands of the 
lithographer and will shortly appear. 

The object of the Trustees, in publishing the present Volume, lias specially been to furnish 
materials for more extended Cuneiform research amongst English and Continental students; but 
they have at the same time placed hah' of the impression which has been now struck off at 
Sir Henry Eawlinson's disposal, to be illustrated by him with such translations and annotations 
as the present state of his acquaintance with the writing and language of the Babylonians and 
Assyrians may enable him to furnish. An enlarged Volume, therefore, in which the Cuneiform text 
will be interleaved with timisliterations in the Roman character, and translations in a modern 
language, will shortly appear as a separate publication, at Sir Henry Rawlinson's expense and on his 
personal responsibility.
